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Export Marketing research is a subject of considerable 
interest to our Department, to Ontario manufacturers 
and to businessmen who are or who may be interested in 
exports. The Foreign Market Studies which are under- 
taken by our Section, are written for use by our Trade 
and Industry Division, and specifically by our 
Marketing Branch and Trade Mission members. These 
studies depict the economic background of the countries 
that will be visited. For this reason our Foreign 
Market Studies are working documents designed-for the 
use of the Department and cannot be taken either 
explicitly or implicitly as expressing the opinion or 
position of the Department of Trade and Development. 
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INTRODUCTION 


Austria's economic upsurge continues for the third consecutive 
year with virtually all economic indicators pointing upwards. 
Exports, as in 1969, are again expected to be the main expan- 
sionary force in 1970. The GNP is expected to grow at a 
slightly lower pace than than the 6.4% real growth in 1969. 


Inflationary pressures can be expected to operate throughout 

the remainder of 1970, as Austrian industry reaches its maxi- 
mum production capacity. Fully utilised equipment, full 
employment and a shorter work week are bound to create the 

usual problems of overheating in the months ahead. These 

must be expected to restrict further growth as well as affecting 
price levels. 


Labour shortages are becoming more pronounced in Austria. 
During the winter of 1969-70 unemployment which normally reaches 
its -peakeduring Ghiseeason fell’ tovthes lLowest® level since 

the war. With the reduction of the work week more overtime is 
required to meet increasing production demand. 


Investment rose extremely sharply in 1969. Major projects 
for 1970 so far announced include an extension of refining 
capacity, petrochemical plants and various regional projects 
especially in the Salzburg area principally in the consumer 
goods industry. The budget for 1970 sought specifically to 
encourage investment to improve the economic infrastructure. 


Recent developments in Austria have given impetus to imported 
goods. Quantative restrictions have been removed from most 
items in the industrial sector and in addition to the libera- 
lisation of import restrictions, Austria has lowered tariffs 
considerably. 


As a result of these developments Austrian imports should 
continue to rise. Both the increasing consumer goods market 
and the growing market for industrial equipment indicate good 
prospects for Canadian exporters. Technologically advanced 
producer goods have a particularly high sales potential. 


There has been a resurgence in consumer demand. The Austrian 
palate is becoming used to new foods and to a more regular 
use of luxury foods and convenience foods. 


There should be good export possibilities for capital goods. 
Large amounts of public funds have been budgeted for improve- 
ment of the infrastructure e.g. road construction and electric 
power. 
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GENERAL INFORMATION 


a. Geography and Climate 


Geographically Austria is the hub of the Kuropean continent. 
sharing common borders with Italy, Switzerland, Liechtenstein, 
West Germany, Czechoslovakia, Hungary and Yugoslavia. 


Ine area of. Austriaras 32,400 square miles. The density of 
population is 230 per square mile. Austria is a federal 
republic of nine provinces: Burgenland, Carinthia Lower 
Austria, Salzburg, Styria, Tyrol, Upper Austria, Vienna and 
Vorarlberg. 


Situated largely in the Eastern Alps the country is over 70% 
mountainous. Almost all of Austria's arable land is to be 
found in the plains of the Danube Valley and the Vienna basin. 


The Danube flows through Austria from west to east for over 
200 miles, serving as a major transportation artery. Other 
rivers are insignificant for water traffic but provide tre- 
mendous resources in hydro-electric power. Austria has many 
lakes, the largest being the Neusiedler See.

Austria has two distinct climatic zones: mountainous western 
Austria experiences an Alpine climate, while the eastern lowlands 
experience a moderate continental climate. Vienna has a mean 
annual temperature of 30°F in January, and 67°F in July. 


The seasons are clearly defined. Spring and fall are mild 
and pleasant, winter is cold and occasionally severe, while 
summer is short and moderate. Like all middle European cities 
Vienna can experience damp, rainy days with overcast skies 
during any season of the year. Annual average rainfall is 
between 40" and 50", 


b. Human Resources 


Wnstras nem 1900 had a population’ of 734 million,” 15 as 
estimated that there will be 7.6 million people in 1975 and 7.8 
million by 1980. About one-third of the population lives 

in the five largest cities - Vienna, Graz, Linz, Salsburg 

and Innsbruck. However almost 40% of the population still 
lives in communities with under 2,500 inhabitants.

The vast majority of the population speaks German, although 
there are also minorities of Czechs, Slovenes, Croats, and 
Maygars. 


About 90% of the population belongs to the Roman Catholic 
church. The bulk of the rest are Protestants, mainly Lutherans.

Government has general supervision of the school system and 
pays about 90% of the public education costs in the country. 


In 1969 Austria had 56,000 students enrolled in institutes of 
higher learning which represents a tripling in the past 30 
years. 


There are 3.3 million people in the labor force, one-third of 
whom are women, The Austrian labor force is relatively 
highly skilled. O% of the working population is in industry, 
mining and construction, 18% is in agriculture and forestry, 
27% in services, and 6% is in government services. 


Current labor shortages have reduced unemployment to 3% of the 
labor force as an annual average, and prompted the importation 
of foreign workers into Austria. 


ec. Constitution and Government 


Austria is a federal republic of nine provinces. Its basic 
law ts the conscrtution- of 1920 which calis for a division oF 
power between Federal, Provincial and communal governments. 


The Austrian Republic was re-established in 1945 and regained 
complete sovereignty under the State Treaty signed by the four 
occupying powers (U.S., U.K., France, U.S.S.R.) and Austria 

in 1955. Austria agreed to maintain permanent neutrality 
similar to that of Switzerland. 


The President of Austria is democratically elected for a term 
of 6 years. His powers are largely representational. Dr. Franz 
Jonas was elected president in 1965. 


The effective executive control is in the hands of the Chancellor. 
The Chancellor Dr. Kreisky is the leader of the majority party 

of the Nationalrat. He selects the Ministers who form the 
Cabinet. The Cabinet formulates and directs national policy. 
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The federal legislative bodies are the Nationalrat (lower 
house) and Bundesrat (upper house). The 165 members of the 
Nationalrat are elected for four-year terms by universal 
sufferage. The Socialists won the largest number of seats 
(81) in the 1970 elections, defeating the People's Party (78) 
and the Liberal Party (5). The Socialists form a minority 
government after unsuccessful coalition attempts with the 
Peoplets Party. 


The fifty members of the Bundesrat are representatives of the 
provinces. The number of seats allocated to each province is 
done in proportion to its population. 


Each province of the Republic has its own unicameral legislature 
which generally follows the pattern of organisation set by the 
Nationalrat. The provinces have legal and administrative 

powers over municipal affairs, construction, theatres and 
cinamas, and administrative powers over elections, population 
matters and road traffic. 
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STRUCTURE OF THE ECONOMY 
1 &teGerie wa! 


Austria is a small country which has taken advantage of its 
natural advantages notably its attraction to tourists. However, 
it lacks the massive and cheap natural resources of Sweden, 
and the highly specialised industrial structure of Switzerland. 


Austria has basically a free enterprise economy although more 
than 20% of Austrian industry is publicly owned. 


After the First World War Austria was reduced from an economically 
balanced entity of 116,000 sq. miles to a largely mountainous 
country of only 32,000 sq. miles. The Second World War saw the 
loss of 4% of Austriats population and 40% of her national assets. 
Because the home market is small Austria depends for her pros- 
perity on international trade. 


Since 1945 Austria has made rapid progress in expanding its 
industrial base and developing manufacturing industry. Today 
there is a need for structural changes. Side by side with 
firms that have demonstrated they can compete with the best 
in the world, there are far too many small uncompetitive 
businesses. 


In 1969, Austriats GNP was $13.4 billion. Agriculture and 
forestry accounted for 7%, industry 37%, construction 10%, 
utilities 3%, commerce13%, transportation 6%, public services 
11%, other services 13%. 


With the exception of agriculture most sectors of the economy 
have remained fairly stable in their percentage of contribution 
to GNP. Agriculturets share dropped from 15% in 1950 to 7% 

in 1969. The fastest growth has taken place in the service 
sector and the transportation sector.

The Austrian Constitution gives the Federal government latitude 
to exercise controls on the national economy and to influence 
economic developments through legislation. The Austrian 
government thus plays a major role in the economy due to the 
high degree of public ownership of production and service 
facilities. 


Salt and tobacco are State monopolies. Most of the railroads, 
suburban transit systems, Danube shipping, air travel and gas 
and electricity supply are state owned. Of Austrian industrial 
corporations 86% of the mining, iron steel and metal firms, 

7% of the chemical and petroleum enterprises, 40% of the food 
industry, and 34% of the electric products industry are directly 
or indirectly publicly owned. 
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About one-fifth of Austria's land area is considered arable 
and another one-quarter is used for meadows and pasture. 
Austrian farmers derive 70% of their incomes from animal 
production - mainly dairy products, and 30% from farm Crops. 


Despite the limited land area suitable for farming and the 
declining agricultural population, Austria is about 80% 
self sufficient in terms of her food needs. 


More than 60% of the nation's farming units are less than 

25 acres. Despite this the mechanisation of agricultural 
production has been advancing rapidly and rural electrification 
is fully developed. Austria has 250,000 tractors. 90% of the 
grain crop is now harvested with combine harvesters. 


The major crops are wheat, rye, barley and cats, potatoes and 
sugar beets. Corn is also grown but large imports are still 
required.

Austria is nov ‘only self sufficient in’ milk and other ‘dairy 
products but also exports significant quantities. Beef and 
veal are also exported under normal circumstances. Austria 
has a livestock population of 2.5 million cattle, 3 million 
pies ‘and 11 million poultry. 


Forests and woods cover about 39% of Austria's total area. 
About 85% of the forests are coniferous, mainly spruce. 
Cutting averages 10 million cubic metres per year. Under 
normal conditions the deciduous wood is used for the home 
market while two-thirds of the coniferous timber is exported. 


3. Mining 


Austria's most important mineral products are iron ore, lignite, 
oil and natural gas. 


The iron ore deposits, which are of high grade, are in Styria. 
Iron ore production meets only about two-thirds of the domestic 
need. Imports come mainly from Russia and Brazil. 


The lignite deposits are in central and southern Austria. 
Production of lignite, never of much importance, is still 
declining. Local production satisfies only one-third of 
domestic demand. 
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The producing oilfields and most of the producing natural gas 
fields are in Lower Austria. However, the oil and gas fields 
are expected to be exhausted in about twenty years.

Austrian production supplies about half the world's requirements 
for magnesite. 
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The geographical concentration of industry is in the eastern 
part of the country, especially around Vienna, which has 25% 
of the nationts industrial enterprises. The Danube Valley 
also has an important concentration of industry as does the 
province of Styria. 


Austriats manufacturing industry is composed of relatively 
few large manufacturing organisations and a great number of 
small and medium sized production units with specialised 
lines. The large firms account for the bulk of Austria's 
exports while the smaller firms produce only for the domestic 
market. 


State ownership is widespread in certain key industrial sectors 
as a result of Austriats nationalisation of Nazi owned enter- 
prises in 1945, in order to preclude their seizure by Soviet 
occupation authorities. The nationalised industries account 
for about 24% of the GNP and employ around one-fifth of the 
labor force. 


Over seventy Austrian companies are nationalised under a 
government holding company which controls most of the heavy 
industry in the country and major segments of the extractive, 
metal and machinery industries. 


The artisan industries are of more significance to the Austrian 
economy than most other European economies because of the size 

of the country and the traditional wide popularity of Austrian 

wood, glass, textile and ceramic creations. 
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Textiles and Clothing: Combined together, these Industries 
Still produce the largest share of Austria's industrial out- 
put. Although their place is not as dominant as in the days 
when the East European markets were open to Austria, the rise 
of synthetic fibre production and the quality of Austrian 
garments, known in the foreign markets, help sustain their 
leading position in the nation's industry. 


There are over 60,000 people employed in Austria's textile 
industry, about 11% of all those employed in industry. 


The proportion of exports in the gross value of textile 
production is about 38% against an import ratio of 10%. The 
deficit in the balance of trade of the textile sector has 
been steadily rising. 


The Austrian textile industry has carried out an extensive 
programme of modernisation, rationalisation, concentration 
and cooperation over the last few years. The industry will 
have to become increasingly capital intensive if it is to 
face increasingly severe price competition inside or outside 
Austria. 


Food processing: The industry has grown considerably since 

the Second World War. The industry is very generally concen- 
trated in the north eastern part of Austria but no food 

centre as such can be designated. The expanding volume of 

food imports has not seriously affected the domestic processing 


industry since imports tend to complement the domestic range 
of eproducte. 


Chemicals: The chemical industry, along with food processing 
and textiles and clothing is one of the largest industries in 
Austria, and exports plastic materials, organic and inorganic 
compounds, fertilizers and pesticides. Austria also imports 
chemicals. 


Two of the major chemical works in Austria are the DULeCKStGLs 
Werke (fertilizers) and the Lenzinger Zellwolle Company 
(staple fibres). 


The development of the Austrian plastics industry has been 
remarkable and at the present time it comprises over 90 large 
factories and 300 smaller ones. 


Tron and Steel: Substantial iron ore deposits and supplementary 
imports have enabled Austria to build up a modern steel industry. 
The Linz-Donawitz (L-D) process of oxygen blast steel making, 
developed by Austrian technicians, is widely adopted by many 
other countries. 
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Metal Processing: The foundries are able to cover domestic 
requirements of castings. Processing of lead, zinc, aluminum 
and copper is made to supply home market and for export from 
domestic and imported metals. The quality of Austrian- 
produced tools and hardwares make them competitive in foreign 
markets. 


The aluminum works in Upper Austria are amongst the largest 
imiurope, ee ihelbauxitesis amported’ 


Transportation Equipment: The industry produces rolling stock, 
diesel tricks; souses, utility vehicles, farm tractors) motor= 


cycles, scooters and motorized bicycles. Until the Second 
World War the Austrian motor industry produced mainly private 
cars but the post war dismantling of most of the machinery 
has caused the industry to develop on the somewhat different 
lines indicated by the above product mix.

Electrical Machinery: Some of the more important products of 
Austriats heavy electrical engineering are motors, welding 
machines, and electric power generation and transmission 
equipment. In the field of weak-current electricity, Austria 
produces telecommunication equipment,electrical measuring 
instruments, accumulators, electrical clocks and household 
equipment. 


Pulp and Faper: With two-fifths of the total land area in 
forest, Austria has developed a modern efficient pulp and 

paper industry. Austria is an importer of pulp and exporter 

of paper and paperboard. In the manufacture of paper the basic 
wood is processed to four times its original value. Paper is 
one of Austria's major foreign exchange earners.

In 1962, Austria accepted the obligations of convertibility 
imposed by the Articles of Agreement of the IMF. 


b. Banking System 


The Austrian National Bank is the country's central bank. The 
Federal Government owns 50% of the stock and determines the 
ownership of the remainder. The main office is in Vienna 

with branches in each of the provincial capitals. 


The three largest commercial banks - the Creditanstalt-Bankverein, 
the Oesterreiche Laenderbank A.G., and the Oesterreiches 
Creditinstitut AG. - were nationalised in 1946. In 1956, 40% 

of the shares of the Creditanstalt and the Laenderbank were 

made public. 


The commercial banks exert considerable influence on the Austrian 
economy due to their control of many large Austrian corporations 
and a number of other banking and credit subsidiaries. 


Savings banks originally established to promote savings in the 
lower income groups still tend to concentrate their holdings 
in conservative long-term investments mainly mortgages. 


Other financial institutions in Austria include mortgage 
banks, credit cooperatives, home savings institutions and 
instalment finance institutions. 


The government is undertaking a series of measures designed to 
reorganise completely the laws governing the banking system. 
It is hoped to give more scope for competition between credit 
institutions and, at the same time,strengthen the supervisory 
functions of the Ministry of Finance in dealing with credit 
ceilings. 
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About 57% of the Federal governments revenue is derived from 
direct and indirect taxes and fees.

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Public receipts and expenditures in Austria have risen much 
more rapidly in the last decade than the Austrian GNP. Austria 
is a country where both taxes and social obligations of the 
government are relatively high. 


d.s winvestmens 


In 1968, the Austrian government began to encourage foreign 
direct investments in the country. In general Austria is 
interested in new manufacturing enterprises producing any 

kind? oft finished products 4" There ais*a* preference for products 
involving new manufacturing techniques and advanced technology. 


Most of Austriats larger firms are organised as joint-stock 
companies. However, most of the foreign subsidiaries in Austria 
preter Lheridminedeiaapility form, since this. form has nemhes 
the public reporting responsibility nor the double taxation 

of profits found in the joint stock format. 


Foreign investment is most significant in insurance, and in 


the electrical products, chemical, magnesite, paper and textile 
industries. 


e. <Otock Exchange 


The only stock exchange in Austria is the Vienna Stock Exchange 
founded in 1771. The shares of about 90 of the 530 Austrian 
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joint-stock companies are traded on the Vienna exchange. 
These represent 20% of the total share capitalisation Olea 
Austrian joint stock companies. 


The exchange also deals in fixed interest securitaes. It 2s 
estimated that only about one tenth of the actual stock trans- 
actions in Austria are handled by the exchange however. 


Public Utilities 


a. slransport and Communications 


Since Austria is a land-locked mountainous country which often 
experiences severe weather conditions railroads play a vital 
role in the nationts economic life. 


The length of the railway system is 5,50Gr miles. gihe tative 
are owned and operated by the Austrian Federal Raiiroads. ee 
railways carried roughly half the total freight transported. 


Road transport is increasing its share of the freight market. 
Austria has a network of more than 20,000 miles of Federal and 
Provincial roads. A 200 mile superhighway runs from Vienna 

to Salzburg, and another superhighway from Vienna to Tarvis 

4s under construction. Austria has 1.1 million passenger cars. 


While the inland waterway traffic on the Danube falls behind 
rail and road communications in its significance to the Austrian 
economy, it provides a major artery for the transport of bulk 
cargo. The major cargoes include petroleum and products, 

coke and coal, iron ore, iron and steel, and Fg Maletseey valhiels 

major Austrian ports on the Danube are Linz, Vienna and Krems. 


The six commercial airports are at Vienna, Salzburg, Linz, 
Graz, Klagenfurt, and Innsbruck. Austria's natironad aiviines is 
AUA. The domestic line is AAT. 


The Austrian Post and Telegraph administration regulates the 
operation of postal, broadcasting and telecommunications 
services. 


Radio and TV transmission is the responsibility of a DULL 
corporation, the Austrian Braodcasting Corporation Ltd. The 
main source of revenue is the licence fee. Austria has ak 
million radio receivers and 1.3 million TV receivers.

Austria's hydro electric power sources are among the largest 

in Europe. In 1969, production of electricity in Austria 
totaled 26.43 billion kwh. About two-thirds of this production 
was from hydro sources, the rest from thermal stations. 
Austria's net exports of electricity in 1969 were 3.4 billion 
kwh.

Tourism 


Tourist traffic regained its prewar level in 1951 season and 
has since expanded strongly. During the 1960's the number of 
overnight stays by foreign tourists doubled to over 50 million. 
On this basis Austria holds fourth place in the European 
tourist league after France, Italy and Spain. However, in 
terms of foreign currency receipts per inhabitant she was 
second only to Switzerland. 


With foreign exchange earnings from tourism amounting to one- 
quarter of visible export earnings the tourist industry has 
been an important force in Austriats post war development. In 
view of the large trade deficit that Austria normally runs, the 
receipts from tourism play an important role in the external 
payments situation. 


There are a number of developments which will affect the long 
term role of tourism in the Austrian economy. For example, 
as a result of the steady increase in the standard of living 
Austrians have begun to spend their holidays more and more 
frequently abroad, primarily in Italy, Yugoslavia and France. 


Then the Austrian tourist industry relies too heavily on 
German tourists. 75% of the total come from Germany with an- 
other 5% each from Britain and the Netherlands. The result 
is that Austria caters too heavily to the German taste while 
neglecting the diversification of tourist attractions. 
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Finally the trend of expenditures per foreign holiday maker 
has been a declining one. There is a need for higher quality 
both in accommodation and catering. 
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FOREIGN TRADE 
a. General 


As a small country with relatively poor natural wealth and a 
limited domestic market Austria has a crucial interest in 
international trade. The significance of trade is reflected 
in the fact that exports account for 19% of GNP while 22% of 
national expenditures go on imports. In terms of exports per 
capita, Austria occupies tenth place among the industrial 
nations. 


Austria's foreign trade has undergone certain changes in 
pattern and composition which reflect its geographical posi- 
tion and post war political and industrial developments. 


Thus the countries belonging to COMECON which before the war 
accounted for 28% of Austrian exports now only account for 

less than 17%. The E.E.C. countries on the other hand increased 
their share of Austrian exports from a pre-war 37% to 50% in 
1s Out hla site lal oi bo 42% in recent years as a result 

of both the problems posed by the E.E.Cts common external 

tariff and Austria's membership of EFTA. When EFTA was formed 
in 1960 only about 14% of Austrian exports went to the other 
member countries. Today this has risen to almost 25%.

West Germany is Austria's largest single trading partner 
supplying 41% of Austriats imports and taking 24% of her 
exports. Switzerland, Italy and the U.K. are the other major 
partners. 


The relative backwardness of Austriats industrial structure 
before the sixties was reflected in the high proportion of 
raw materials and semi-finished goods in exports. During the 
past decade, however, there has been a marked shift in this 
field and finished manufactures account for almost 60% of 
total exports. Finished goods are also the major component 
(53%) of Austrian imports. 


Austria's principal imports consist of machinery and transport 
equipment, raw materials and semi-manufactures, chemicals and 
foodstutis. 
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In 1969, Austrian commodity imports were worth $3 .bidweeon, 

a 13% increase over the 1968 value. However, exports rose 
21% to $2.6 billion. The rate of cover of imports by export 
receipts thus amounted to 85% which is the highest relative 
cover registered during the past sixty years.

Austria's principal exports under the category 'Food and live 
animals' consist of dairy products, eggs and live animals. 


Crude material exports which account for 11% of the Austrian 
total consist primarily of wood, lumber and cork, and pulp and 
waste paper. 


Austrian exports of mineral fuels and energy are almost totally 
accounted for by electricity exports. 


Chemical exports are composed of chemical elements and com- 
pounds and plastic materials.

Primary manufactured goods is the largest category of exports 
accounting for 39% of the total.

most important customer for Austrian textile yarns and fabrics. 


Machinery and transport equipment exports account for 22% 
of total exports. Over half of this category consists of non- 
electric machinery. 
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Clothing is the largest item inthe miscellaneous manufactures 
category.

One-tenth of Austria's imports consist of food, live animals, 
beverages and tobacco, mainly from the EEC and Eastern 
Europe. Some of the most important items are fruit and vege- 
tables, cereals, and coffee, tea and spices. 


Among the principal imports of crude materials are textile 
fibres, metal ores and scrap and crude fertilizers. 


Mineral fuels account for 7% of Austria's total imports. Both 
coaland petroleum imports are important. Over 50% of coal and 
coke imports come from Eastern Europe. The petroleum and 

petroleum product imports come mainly from the EEC and COMECON.

About two-thirds come from the Common Market countries with the 
bulk of the rest coming from EFTA. 


The major import items under the category ‘primary manufactured 
goodst are textile yarns and fabrics, iron and steel, non 
ferrous metals, and metal products. The BEC is the principal 
supplier of these productseEFTA and the Eastern European 
countries are also important. 
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30% of Austrian imports consist of machinery and transport 
machinery. Non electric machinery imports comprise 43% of 
the total for this category, transport equipment 33%, and 
electrical machinery imports 23%. 


Among the more important of the imports of miscellaneous 
manufactures are clothing, furniture, and professional and 
scientific equipment.

Ontario in 1969 exported goods to Austria to the value of 
Simeon, This is only 11% of the Canadian total. The main 
exports are unshaped plastics and synthetic rubber; steel plate, 
sheet and strip; and conveying and elevating machinery. 


Austrian exports to Canada were worth $38.9 million, an 
increase of 36% over the $28.5 million in 1968. 


The most important Canadian imports from Austria are motor 
veniclewenpitica, engine parts, Skis and ski boots.

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b. Canadian Export Opportunities in Austria 


Since Canadian exports to Austria are worth only $9 million, 
and since they consist in the main of raw materials, there 
is plenty of scope for Canadian exporters to increase their 
Share of the Austrian market. 


Austria's expanding production and consumption are drawing 
in their wake increased demand for imported goods. 


With continued prosperity the market for consumer goods and 
recreational equipment is promising a steady growth. The 
Austrian teenage market is a profitable one to cultivate. 


Modernisation of Austriats production facilities suggests 
good market opportunities for industrial equipment. 
Technologically advanced producer goods should have a partic- 
ularly hieh Sales potential in the light of the fact that 
Austria's industry is working at maximum capacity and the 
labor market is at a full employment situation. 


The sales potential for hotel and restaurant equipment should 
not be overlooked.

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ECONOMIC AND TRADE POLICY 


a. economic, Jerelopment 


The Advisory Council for Economic and Social Questions has 
been in existance since 1963. This has been concerned with 
long term problems involving the capital market, the Federal 
budget and prices and wages amongst others. 


In 1968 the Austrian government adopted a plan aiming at the 
restructuring of the Austrian economy and increasing the 
competitiveness of industry. 


The government has given incentives towards the merging of 
firms into larger units, and towards investment in moderni- 
sation. 


In the field of public investment, a number of capital projects 
have been agreed upon, including a first nuclear power station, 
a subway system for Vienna, a new oil refinery, chemical plant, 
hospitals and expressways. 


Under the governments program to improve the economic infra- 
structure, substantial expenditures are also to be made on 
hydro-electric plants and pipelines. 
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Austria is a member of EFTA along with Denmark, Norway, 
Portugal, Sweden, Switzerland, the U.K. and Iceland. Finland 

is an associate member. EFTA which came into being in 1960 
aims at the abolition of barriers to free trade in manufactures, 
Unlike the EEC, EFTA does not maintain a Common External Tariff. 
Austria eliminated her tariffs on industrial imports from 

BETA ax 1967) 


Because much of her trade is with EEC countries especially 
West Germany, Austria has applied for association with the 
Common Market. The EEC will probably grant Austria an interim 
accord until the Ekuropean Economic Community implements a 
general solution for neutral countries. 


Austria has approximately 50 trade agreements including 
bilateral and clearing agreements. 


In its historical role as gateway for kast-West trade Austria 
maintains traditional ties with Eastern European countries 
and has concluded bilateral or clearing agreements with most 
of them. 


Other agreements concern special problems such as trade between 
the Austrian Tyrol and the Italian Alto Aige. 
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Austria's imports are divided into three licencing categories: 


a. free merchandise - needs no licence 

b. controlled merchandise - needs individually validated 
licence 

c. liberalised goods - licence is automatically granted. 


Ad valorem duty rates apply to imported goods into Austria. 

The government is planning a change from a turnover tax 

system to a value-added tax system and imports would be subject 
to the same rate as domestic products. 


Pour tree trade Zones exise, at binz, Innsbruck, Graz, and 
Vienna. No customs duty is collected on foreign merchandise 
eroerine under Bono. or tbo) be stored, or for “processing. 
Merchandise may be re-exported in its original or newly 
manufactured state without payment of duty. 


c. Marketing Channels 


Despite Austria's proximity and similarity to Germany it should 
be treated as a separate market. 


Most exporters to Austria will operate through a local re- 
presentative although there is some direct selling to manu- 
facturers and retailers. Because of the limited size of the 
Austrian market an exclusive distributor is usually appointed. 


Many of the European exporters give their Austrian representa- 
tives extrememly favorable material and financial support in 
introducing new products to the market. 


The structure of Austrian distribution has undergone a4 «process 
of concentration and rationalisation since the Second World War. 
Three trends may be isolated. 


1. The retail function is being increasingly delegated to 
strictly retail agencies such as private chain and 
cooperative stores. 


2. Manufacturers are establishing exclusive ties with 
suitable retailers. 


3. The burden of stocking the merchandise is being shifted 
from the retail and wholesale levels to the manufacturing 
sk She dae 


The ranks of the Austrian wholesale trade include over 10,000 
enterprises of which only 1,500 have more than 20 employees. 
However, the large firms account for over 70% of total 
wholesale transactions. Austrian wholesalers are involved 
primarily in raw materials, semi-manufactures and agricultural 
produce, not in finished goods. 
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Austrian retail establishments are still generally small 

and specialised. However, the trend towards the formation of 
larger retail entities has been stronger than in any other 
sector of the Austrian economy. Department stores,mail 

order and discount houses have been successful in increasing 
their share of retail sales. Supermarkets and shopping centres 
are relatively new ventures but becoming increasingly popular. 


d. Patents and Trademarks 


Austrian patents have a duration of 18 years from the publica- 
Custeot thesappiacabion,  Pabentsvor addition are valid for 
the unexpired term of the main patent. 


The inventor or his legal successor must supply specifications 
in German to the Patent Office with three drawings. The 

patent is examined as to form, unity of invention, novelty and 
patentability. If the patent application is rejected, appeal 
must be made within two months to the Appeal Department. If 

the patent is accepted, the application is published and made 
available for public inspection. The opposition has four months, 
otherwise the patent is granted. 


The patent must be worked within three years from granting. 

Any person can apply for a compulsory licence if there is non 
working for three years and if the patentee refuses a voluntary 
LICence. 


Trademarks registered in Austria are valid for ten years from 

the registration date renewable for similar periods. The 

first applicant is entitled to the registration and the exclusive 
use of the mark. 


Applications are filed with the Patent Office. The trademark 
is examined as to formal registrability and similarity with 
other marks. 


e. Agency Agreements 


Provisions in the Mercantile Agents Law supplement agency 
agreements on matters not covered by the agreement. Waivers 
of the agent's rights are not recognised. 


The law establishes expiration notice terms which vary in 
relation to the duration of the agency. The parties may agree 
on shorter notice terms but if the contract does not provide 
for notice the terms set by the law will apply. 


Agents are entitled to compensation for unjust or premature 
termination, termination without due notice, restriction 

of the agents commercial activities after termination and tor 
termination of the agreement due to fault of the supplier or 
his bankruptcy. 
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There are no limits on royalites or fees, nor restrictions on 
agreements between subsidiaries and foreign parents and no 
government permission is needed for either the contract or 
remittances. However, a formal notice of the terms must be 
sent to the National Bank for statistical purposes. 


There is no clear cut pattern for payments. Licence fees paid 
by Austrian firms to foreign companies for licenced patents, 
knowhow or technical assistance vary widely. 


Austrian currency is convertible and Austria's dollar and 
foreign exchange holdings are large enough to obviate any need 
for imposition of restrictions in the foreseeable future.
